Operation of the Service Pension Act. 


The new Service Pension act, which waa 


approved In February and 
became at 


once effective provided that any person 
who had served ninety days in the army 
and ou\y in the Civil War nod had re- 
ceived an honorable discharge 
shoold, 


when he hail reached the age of sixty 
two receive a pension of $12 a month al 
seventy $15 a month and at seventy five 
or over $20 a month 
It was supposed 


when the new Pension bill was under 
consideration la Oongiess 
that there 


would be added to the roll of pensioners 
as n consequence of its adoption a large 
number of applicants who bad not been 
previously drawing pensions 
To the 


surprise of the offioialr of the Pension 
Bureau out of 38,000 applications so far 
filed only IX per cent are of previously 
unpensioned veterans 
Tha remaining 


<18% per cent are of soldiers who have 
beon diawing a lower rate of pensions 
than that provided by the new law 


This result goes to shew that there are 


fen veteran soldiers in the country not 
already on the rolls who are either neod 
ful or desirous of accepting the nation s 
gratuity 
The pension agents have made 


very thorough work In the finding out of 
all the pensionable remainder of the 
Union soldiers and sailors in the service 
during tbe great struggle

there are eo few veterans unprovided for 
will bo a source of gratification

Freoch-Ctnaduiu Brought from Al- 


bany, N. Y., to Bristol, in January, 
1776—They Had the Liberty of the 
Town—An Interesting

ing to- her memoirs she worked all night 
placing them in a mattresa used by her, 
and which ahe was courteously permitted 
to retain.

Thus 1 learn- 
ed from the fanciers at Tosa that it Is 
customary to conllue ihe birds in rela- 
tively small cages and to feed them 
often and with peculiar food

chance of breaking them. High perches 
are omphatli ally advocated. I have 
been^told, not on the best evidence, 
however, that in some cases the bird is 
confined In a tight cage, so that It Is 
not possible for it to shift its position. 
In this cramped way, with the tall 
hanging down behind, a bird is stiid to 
be kept penned up miserably for pe- 
riods of mouths Certain it Is that un- 
der favorable conditions the growth of 
the tall feathers can be forced by tho 
fancier 
Under ordinary conditions a 


cocU whose tall measures five or six 
feet will rarely grow longer feathers, 
for, 
by active life, it is probable that 


a gradual molting of these long feath- 
ers takes place. On the other hand, 
molting Is more apt to he suppressed 
by tho unwholesome living of a bird 
during the process of overfeeding. If,

If you miss the fish will 
follow the few Inches, not being fright- 
ened, and in the majority of cases will 
be hooked at once. The quick jerking 
of the bait from the water almost in- 
variably scares a trout—result, a dark 
Btreak disappearing down the stream. 


If Cl»cea Oat Stuck. 


When two glasses set stuck, one In- 


side the other, an.uufalllng remedy for 
separating them Is to plunge them up- 
right Into some hot water for a quarter 
of a minute or thereabouts. Care must 
be taken that no water gets Into either 
glass. The explanation is that the heat 
expands the outer glass before It haa' 
time to penetrate and expand the one 
Inside.
